Ratepayers’ Meeting in March was 
fulfilled by the nomination of a 
General Education Committee ; on 
December 6 an inaugural mecting 
‘of the members wos held and they 
then received their terms of refer- 
ence in a speech delivered by the 
Chairman of the Conncil. However 
inevitable the delay, but we are not 
altogether convinced that it was 
inevitable, it becomes a matter for 
especial regret in view of the wide 
scope of the Committee's inquiries. 
Its appointment is a landmark in 
the history of education in Shang- 
hai, and we shall hope to find that 
its recommendation: provide the 
basis for a permanent settlement of 
our educational difficulties. With 
this end in view, it may be well that 
the Committee should not consider 
itself bound down to three months 
for its investigations, if the subject 
prove as intricate as appears on the 
surface. Certainly, it might have 
been spared the task of compiling 
“a statistical summary,” which, we 
venture to think, might more 
appropriately have been placed 
before the members by the Council 
as a basis for their inquiries. To 
be complete, the Committee's Report 
will have to contain a statement 
of the actual condition to-day of 
education in Shanghai. This cannot 
be gathered from single visit to a 
school nor from a single interview 
ith the headmaster or head- 
mistress. Having clearly estab- 
lished the shortcomings of local 
education, the Committee will have 
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@ community. Elsewhere the 
progressive study of education has 
tended towards a certain amount of 
general agreement on principles ; 
but the crucial difficulties in fram- 
ing and administering educational 
measures, 2g all educationists are 
aware, ure very largely difficulties 
of detail. Few residents have had 
time or inclination to penetrate 
below the surface of Shanghai's 
education question: but to the 
Committee, if its investigations 
are not unduly hurried, we may 
look to lay bare the inner naturo 
of that question. Provision has to 
be made for the full equipment of 
our youth with such education as 
will enable them to undertake their 
responsibilties in our local common- 
wealth or haply elsewhere. Tho 
world is changing, and new and 
varied resulis are often expected 
from the schoolboy. In very few 
particulars, however, does tho 
schoolboy himself change. If he 
be equipped with Iangauge, mental 
discipline and mental vision, evolved 
by a systematic and thorough train- 
ing, he will have been given that 
which he can reasonably demand 
from the community—the capacity 
for co-operating which his fellows 
in every station of life and in 
‘every phase of action.

A CRISIS AT PEKING. 


THRONE AND ASSEMBLY. 
Peking, Dec. 18. 

An Edict states that the Grand 
Councillors have resigned en bloc, 
on the plea that they are incapable 
of rectifying the country’s critical 
condition. The Throne, the Edict 
continues, recognizes that the 
Ministers are faithfal and able, and 
their resignation is, therefore, not 
accepted. The National Assembly 
had sent a Memorial pointing out 
that the Grand Council was not a 
responsible body. This was a 
matter beyond the scope of the 
Assembly. The appointment of 
officials, according to the lnws of 





China, was a prerogative of the 
Throne. The inauguration of a 
Cabinet was also a matter for the 
Throne to decide ; consequently 
the members of ‘the Assembly 
should not interfere. The Memorial 
was rejected. 

The Assembly will discuss the 
Edict to-morrow and the keenest 
interest attaches to the debate.—

THE ASSEMBLY 
RECALCITRANT. 
Peking, Dee. 19. 

After a long discussion the 
National Assembly appointed a 
Committee to draw up a fresh 
Memorial impeaching the Grand 
Councillors individually, —_re- 
emphasizing the necessity of 
making the Grand Council respon- 
sible to the people, and adding that, 
unless its representations were re- 
garded, the Assembly would dis- 
band. ‘The speeches, which were 
quite unimpassioned, criticized the 
Prince Regent for the first time in 
the history of the Assembly—Our 
Own Correspondent.

They sacceeded 
in laying ® petition before the officer 
The petition eaid that they 
wore aware of the fact that the question 
of the removal of the quece and dress 
reform had been passed at the National 
Assembly ; and in their opinion, and 
from the commercial point of view, the 
removal of the queue would not hurt 
them in any degree, bat if the reform 
in dress were to be carried ont, all the 
mercbaots, dealers and manofactarers 
(not to mention many other people ia 
connexion with these establishments) 
of the native silk and cotton piece-goods 
would be rained at one stroke. 

‘They had received innumerable tele- 
grams from all parts of the Empire, all 
expressing disapproval of such a reform, 
‘and showiog great alarm. Some even 
went so far as to cease their labours 
altogether in anticipation, for it was 
traly contended that thei would 
be useless and what benefit was there 
therefore,ia continuing work any longer.

Ox November 9 a meeting of 
shareholders in local rubber compan- 
ies was convened in Union Church 
Hall and some fifteen residents were 
named by those present as suitable 
members of a committee to consider 
and report upon the Shanghai 
rabber-growing industry. After 
the meeting it was found that many’ 
of those nominated were unable or 
unwilling to serve, and the com- 
mitteo was ultimately reduced to six 
members. These, however, set to 
work on the problem before them, 
enlisting as far as possible the 
services of others “interested in 
finance and rubber, who have been 
unwilling to join formally or to 
give their names to the Committee, 
bat have made valuable sugges- 
tions,” and in due course the Com- 
mittee bas drawn up the Report 
which we publish to-day. For 
four or five weeks the Committee 
has kept its own counsel. Requests 
have been made to it to reveal the 
extent of the ravages caused upon 
its mombership by resignations, with 
the obvious intention of discreditin, 
its labours ; it has rightly refa 
to allow its work to be prejudged 
in this manner. With the publica- 
tion of the Report the personal 
aspect of the question sinks into 
the background. The document 
stands or falls on its own merits, 
and the authors, we suppose, merely 
‘ask that a serious contribution to a 
grave problem should be discussed 
intelligently as an impersonal busi- 
ness proposition. OF the existence 
of the evils that the Committee's 
scheme seeks to remedy there can 
be no question. Shanghai possesses 
more than forty rabber companies, 
and it is not urged that all these 
are poor properties, that all are in 
financial difficulties or that all 
are suffering from extravagant 
management. But there is suf- 
ficient justification for the oonten- 
tion that several are in a parlous 
condition physically or financially 
and that a large number are sus- 
ceptible of more economical direc- 
tion than would have been thought 
necessary or desirable when the 
companies were floated. Some 
ailments are incurable ; others can 
be eliminated by medicine or by 
surgery. In Shanghai’s case it is 
difficuit to decide in which catego 
our present disease is to be placed, 
but it can do no harm to listen to 
diagnoses and to consider proposed 
remedies, 

Briefly the scheme proposed by 
the committee is the formation of 
@ central organization to take over 











be incorporated, with a capital of 
Tis. 25,000, divided into five 
thousand shares, membership of 
which is to be open to (among 
others) any rubber-growing com- 
pany holding one hundred of these 
hares. At the outset a participat- 
ing company is to pay over to the 
Association all such salaries, fees 
and commissions as it now pays, 
and out of this total sum the ae 
sociation undertakes to pay for the 
cost of carrying ont the working 
of the central administration, 
agencies and oversight of the 
estate or estates. As economy is 
to be effected in the expenditure 
of each company, the balance left 
over from its contribution is to be 
recoverable in the form of a 
dividend to shareholders and as a 
pro rata distribution of the dif- 
ference between the contribution 
and the expenses for the year of 
the company in question. When 
the scheme is in a state of normal 

it is pointed out 
that it may be possible to fix an 
approximate amount that each com- 
pany will have to pay to the Associa- 
tion. The Report enters fully into 
the details of the proposed scteme, 
elaborating the advantages claimed 
for it, and submitting a draft pro- 
spectus for the central organization, 
which the committee would call 
“The Shanghai Rubber Associa- 
tion, Limited.” It displays pain- 
staking preparation, and there can 
be no doubt that the members 
‘of the committee have conscientious- 
ly approached the performance of 
what they nut unjustly held to be 
a public duty, 

In theory an amalgamation 
scheme has everything to commend 
it; it has been the foundation of 
many successful industries and in 
favourable circumstances could well 
be applied to rubber plantations. 
An amalgamation of Shanghai 
rubber companies, however, labours 
under several disadvantages. Vested 
interests in the sounder companies 
will throw their whole weight in 
favour of the maintenance of the 
status quo; the less fortunate 
concerns will in many cases seek to| 
join the proposed Association in 
such a state of moral and physical 
collapse that they will hardly be 
able to pay their fees of member- 
ship. The whole object of the 
amalgamation is to bring back in 
dividends some return upon the 
money that Shanghai has poured 
out upon rubber propositions, in 
order that the existing financial 
stringency may be relieved. To 
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twenty. We are at once confronted 
with the reliability of the com- 
mittes’s forecasts, when applied 
to a definite proposition, and the 
questions that will -urise in con- 
nexion with the scheme must 
include the following: Will the 
companies’ estates be located suffic- 
iently favourably to enable super- 
vision to be carried out in the man- 
ner indicated by one man? Will 
the figures given by the committee 
stand the test of stern experience? 
No one can be blamed to-day for 
adopting an attitude of shyness 
towards estimates, and it is a 
matter for regret that the com- 
mitteo bas not had the advant- 
age of the assistance of the 
companies in compiling its statis- 
ice. Be that as it may, the 
scheme deserves the serious atten- 
tion of shareholders and directors, 
and we belived that the public- 
spirited work of the committeo will 
not have proved unavailing, if it 
leads to the joint working of 
only two or three estates here 
and there.

‘Tar reporta for the first yoar of 
the administration in Kedah, Perlis 
and Kelantan were presented to 
Parliament in October. It will be 
remembered that by an agreement 
signed on March 10, 1909, the 
former Siamese States of Kelantan, 
Trengganu, Kedah ‘and Perlis were 
transferred to Great Britain in 
return for the abrogation of pertain 
extra-territorial rights in Siam. 
This was one of the fow inter- 
national bargains that prove satis- 
factory. to both parties, Siam’s 
suzerainty over these States was 
of a most shadowy character, 
but she suffered much as China 
suffers, and with less justification, 
from tho clogging effect upon her 
national development exercised by 
the extra-territorial privileges given 
to the Treaty Powers before she had - 
made any serious and sustained 
attempt to put her administrative 
house in order. How injurious and 
exasperating these trammels are 
ean only be froperly realized by 
those who have lived in Siam and 
have seen for themselves how, 
there, crime shields itself behind a 
purchased cloak of extra-territorial 
privilege. The Siamese Govern- 
ment felt that if it could obtain the

The bonds formed by good feeling 
and mutual interests between Great 
Britain and Siam were drawn 
closer and other advantages were 
ined by Great Britain into more 
letailed consideration of which it is 
unnecessary to enter. The interests 
of British subjects in Siam were 
quite effectually safeguarded by the 
agreement that the Judges of the 
former British Court in Siam 
should assist the Siamese judiciary 
in cases in which the plaintiffs or 
dofendants were British subjects. 
The Advisers lent to the States 
that had come under the protection 
of the British flag had their task 
complicated by the fact that in 
some of these States there had 
already been British Advisers ap- 
pointed by the Siamese Govern- 
ment. ‘he word complicated is 
used, not with the intention of 
casting the slightest reflexion upon 
the excellent work done by these 
latter officials, but because their 
task had been to bring these States 
into conformity with Siamese ideals 
which still differ almost as mach 
from British as did the ideals of 
the Malays from those of the 
modern Siamese. Consequently the 
new Advisers have had the delicate 
task of building upon foundations 
not based upon principles that they 
would themselves have chosen. The 
report of Mr. W. George Maxwell, 
the Acting Adviser to the Kedah 
Government, may be taken as illus- 
trative of the measure of success 
that has attended the effort to bring 
the new States into line with their’ 
neighbours the Federated Malay 
States, in regard to which an en- 
thusiastic French investigator wrote 
to the effect that no more brilliant 
proof of the genius of the Britis

DIRECTORS AND 


SHAREHOLDERS, 
December 20. 

Two notable straggles in home 
business circles in ‘which directors 
and a party of shareholders have 
fought a pitched battle have led the 
“Economist” to moralize upon 
“the helplessness of shareholders.” 
The subject is one that may well 
command the widest attention and 
it is of interest to peruse the 
reflexions of this journalistic 
in the financial world. 





Bread Company agitation and in 
the more serious problem presented 

the Law Guaranteo Society's 
affairs the shortcomings of the 
joint-stock system in one direction 
were thrown into clear relief. 
When the proprietors of a company 
fall out, the “ Economist ” remarks, 
the machinery for settling the 
dispute is intolerably clumsy, and 
it is difficult to remember a case in 
which victory at the finish lay 
obviously with the right. An 
agitation, it continues, is seldom 
started until the management has 
greatly deteriorated, and yet when 
the battle is set the directors nearly 
always win. The trouble lies in 
the “inevitable ignorance under 
resent conditions of the share- 
olders. So little is told of a 
company’s inner working, so little 
is made known in the directors’ 
report or in the figures of the 
balance sheet, that intelligent 
criticism of a board’s policy” is 
‘extraordinarily difficult. The diacus- 
sion at a general meeting is usually 
“the most futile thing on earth ; 
general remarks are made about 
the company’s position, and whether 
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they are critical or complimentary» 
they are, adds the “ Economist,” 
almost invariably fatuous, for the 
moment 2 point of importance is 
raised or a vital question pat to the 
board, the chairman at once replies!

Most businesses, the London 
organ is prepared to admit, are 
ron successfully on the present 
bureaucratic lines, but a danger bas 
been proved toexist. It urges, there- 
fore, that the proprietors (i.e. the 
shareholders) ofa ‘company should 
receive more information than most) 
boards ever give. No one, it adds, 
would ask that they should be told 
the trading details, but they might 
be provided with a much fuller’ 
balance-sheet, and might be shown 
much more accurately the state 
of their property. It requires no 
great effort of the memory to give 
Tocal application to some of the 
“ Economist’s” laments, but we 
venture to believe thut its strictures 
would have been far more severe, 
if it had been called upon to dis- 
cuss the same subject in relation 
to Sbanghai’s rubber estates. Here 
the question of trade secrets does 
not apply; the point at issue is 
whether information is to be with- 
hold deliberately from the owners’ 
of a property, sither by reason of 
remissness or with a view to con- 
cealing from them the truo state of 
affairs. A few rubber companies 
have already come forward with a 
more or less frank statement of the 
actual position on the estates, but 
in @ majority of these cases the 
admissions made have been wrun; 
from the directorate by the fear ol 
an impending crisis or in the hope 
of disarming criticism. The few 
companies that have issued a 
straightforward and satisfactory 
report on their properties merely 
serve to emphasize the omission of 
others in this respect. Practic- 
ally all the Shanghai rubber com- 
panies are now of six months’ 
standing or more, and there is no 
reason why, if the management has 
been carried out salisactorily under 
the directorate, the shareholders of 
each should not be in possession of 
all details regarding their proper- 
ties. In this matter directors have 
a public daty to perform, for it is 
only by fuller knowledge of the real 
value of rubber investments that 
confidence can be restored to this 
community. 

Tt is impossible to lay too much 
emphasis upon the necessity, in all 
the circumstances, that rubber re- 
ports should contain a detailed and 
complete exposition of the com- 


com- 

















panies’ affairs. Whatever may have 
been the cnstom in regard to local 
companies in the past, there is no 
justification for the issue of the 
minimum of information regarding 
rubber estates. For this reason we 
regret to find that one of the first 
of the newer companies to enter the 
field with an annual report should 
have issued such a jejune and un- 
sutisfactory document. Directors 
thould realize that such expressions 
as “ steady progress has been made” 
or “reports continue quite satis- 
factory” mean nothing nt this 
stage, nor does a census of the 
rubber trees convey all that it might 
convey, if it were accompanied with 
statements regarding the condition 
of the trees and of the ground in 
which they are planted. It would 
be idle to disguise the fact that 
widespread nervousness holds the 
reat bulk of rubber investors, and 
the pearance of two reputable 
‘companies in the list of those that 
have to re-draft their prospectuses 
is not likely to re-assure public 
fecling. If, however, unfounded

appearance and by its consistently 
unfriendly disposition has failed to 
derive many of the benefits that it 
might have gained from foreign 
intercourse. This is a point that is 
frequently overlooked by the well- 
meaning altraist, who preaches con- 
ciliation in the Far East through 
the medium of an intemperate 
attack on all foreigners who have 
dealings with China. In a recent 
publication of the American Asso- 
ciation for International Conci 
tion the Rev. Dr. J. H. de Forest, 
who in virtue of a thirty-six years’ 
residence in Japan must be sup- 
posed to have little first-hand 
knowledge of China, advocats the 
abolition of extra-territoriality on 
the ground, among other reasons, 
that it is the cause of “a growing 












optimism or previous misstate- 
ments have to be corrected, the 
step should be taken wi 
delay. The harm that 
to this community will be worse 
than mere financial loss, if the 
rubber boom is to leave Shanghai 
saddled with a new species of 
director, who thinks only of linin;

They 
look, therefore, to directors to safe- 
guard their interests ; but this the 
latter will not have done, if they do 
not at once reorganize the whole 
management ef the company in the 
light of their knowledge of the real 
condition of things on the estates,

ISHMAELISM. 
December 21. 

Tae virtues of the individual 
Chinese are apt to be lost in the 
national characteristics. Friendly 
and good-humoured as he is singly, 
collectively, however small the unit, 
he shows a tendency to -become an 
Ishmael, his band against every 
man’s. ‘The most striking example 


dislike and dread of foreigners.” 
We do not trust ourselves to refer 
in greater detail to an article thut 
has’ been characterized by an 
eminent authority in the missionary 
world as “ misleading and inflam- 
matory;” but for our present pur- 

it ficient to show that 
“anti-foreignism” is not a recent 
developmen} in China and in all 
probability has decreased rather 
than grown in recent years. That 
it should be more pronounced to-day 
than formerly is due to the fact 
that the real China is only now 
becoming articulate, and we are 
learning truths that may have 
escaped the notice of some,’ because 
the nation has hitherto lacked tho 
means to voice them more or loss 
ubiquitously. 

hether “ anti-foreignism ” is 
growing or decreasing must romain 
a matter of opinion, which will 
vary as much as the reports on 
poppy-growing in this remarkable 
country. But for those who like 
to think that it is in reality on the 
wane, with the growth of inter- 
course between foreigners and 
Chinese, it is some consolation to 
reflect upon the fact that this char- 
acteristic of the nation is subjective 
rather than objective. Even the 
sense of national solidarity has not 
altogether eliminated provincial 
antipathies, for these are still only 
overcome, for the most part, in tho 
face of a common “enemy.” No 
less striking in regard to its spirit 
of antagonism is the development of 
constitutionalism in the country. 
People and officials would seem to 
be now ranged everywhere in 
opposing camps, whether the pro- 
ceedings of the former in council 
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are marked by the quiet dignity of 
the Chengtu Assembly or by the 
more outspoken hostility of the 
National Assembly in Peking. The 
same national trait that prevented 
China from co-operating with 
foreigners to her own political and 
material advantage is going to pre- 
yent people and officials from mak- 
ing mutual use of one another, in 
e work of the country’s regenera- 
. Uncompromising antagonis 
is already he keynote in the 
National Assembly ; and although 
it will bring that body into disre- 
pute, it must be recognized that the 
weaknoss is inherent in the country 
and has led to existing conditions 
under which the main p 











public. re to suffer, 
they will have brought their ills 
npon themselves. Ample time has 
been given them to place themselves 
atthe head of the present move- 
ment, and if they merely stand in 
its way through inability to com- 
prehend the signs of the times, they 
‘are entitled to little commiseration. 
On the other hand the new forces at 
work might profit by the mistakes 
of the régime that they seek to’ 
displace, and conspicuous among 
the old errors was the disinclination 
to accept advice and instruction 
from without. 

For the present the state of 
affairs in Peking has not reached 
the crisis stage. ‘The ‘Assembly has 
been able to commind for some 
time a remarkubly united front, 
but Chinese Ishmaclism is nowhere 
_ more conspicuous than in the capital. 
Quarrels, intrigue and log-rolling 
have made up the chronicles of the 
Palace for many decades, and 
the same spirit permeates all 
clagses. If the seeds of discord can 
find no fruitful soil in the Assembly, 
then it must in time either become 
entire, master of the situation or it 
must provoke its own discomfiture 
by force of arme, Either eventua- 
lity would mean a crisis, with which 
the country is probably not in a 
position to cope successfully. The 
outlook is, therefore, critical, and 
the events of the past week have 
brought the Assembly materially 
nearer the parting of the ways. Its 
memorial on the subject of the quene 
could only have been drafted with 
the idea of expediting a crisis, and 
its insistence on the responsibility to 
itself of the Grand Council indi- 
cates either a sad lack of general 
ship or supreme confidence in its 
own strength. It is difficult to be- 
lieve that the Assembly is acting 
wisely. Although since recent 
events in Portugal it can no longer 
be said that governments cannot be 
replaced in a day, more organization 
is required for the task than what, 
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is sufficient to bring about a vote by 
acclamation in the National Assem- 
bly. From the foreign point of 
view it is significant that the people 
are paying particular attention to 
financial matters. If a crisis should 
occur in the country, there is every 
indication from the attitude of the 
Provincial Assembly to the Nanking 
Viceroy that the people, with the 
power in their bands, would draw 
a very sharp line of distinction 
between national und private or so- 
called provincial loans, 


THE JAPANESE 


PARLIAMENT, 
December 22. 
Tue twenty-seventh session of 
the Japanese Diet opened on Tues- 
day and greater interest than usual 
must be felt in its proceedings by 
foreign observers who have watched 
the trend of recent political events 
in Japan. With the exception of 
the famous War Diet of 1904 the 
two Houses of the Japanese Parlia- 
ment have never, perhaps, been 
faced with such grave and important 
ions as now await their con- 
. While the power of the 
House of Representatives actuall 
to compel a Government with which 
it is dissatisfied to resign is denied 
by the Constitution, it is not likely 
that any Cabinet would dare for 
long to resist definite popular con- 
demnation. The “swing of the 
pendulam” principle obtains in 
politics in Japan, as it does in 
Anglo-Saxon communities. A 
Ministry that has held office for 
three years in Japan is looked upon 
‘as a phenomenon, although con- 
stitutionally a Ministry is impreg- 
nable, long as it retains the 
confidence of the Emperor. In 
practice, however, when the current 
of public opinion has set against! 
a Government, even though it 
has not been given definite expres- 
sion in the shape of an adverse 
vote in Parliament, the Ministry 
finds it advisable to send in its 
resignation. The political student 
might find in this a proof that once: 
the shadow of Coristitational Gov- 
ernment is cast across a country 
the shadow tends insensibly to be- 
come substantial. Be that as it 
may it, is a recorded fact that 
since 1890 there have been eleven 
Ministries in office in Japan, and 
the year 1898 saw no fewer than 
three changes of administration. 
The Governments that have held 
office for the greatest length of time 
hitherto were the Ito Minisi 


















from 1891 to 1896, and the first 
Katsura Ministry, from 1901 to 
1905. The present administration, 
at the head of which is Marquis

Japanese Ministry should be un- 
assailable, actually its life is shorter, 
proportionately, than that of Minis- 
tries in countries where an adverse 
Parliamentary vote involves a sum- 
mary suspension of activities, 

The postion of “the Japaséee 
Ministry differs from that of Great 
Britain in that there is no Govern- 
ment party in the Lower House, 
as, for example, the Liberals in the 
House of Commons. Also, it must 
be added, there is no Opposition. 
Tn the Jast session the Government 
had the support of the Seiywkai, 
which numbered 204 members, out 
of a total membership of 367. The 
only other two parties of importance 
are the Aokuminéo, which has 
ninety-two members, and the Chuo, 
which has fifty. The issue, there- 
fore, rests entirely with the Seiyukai, 
should any endeavour be made to 
oust “the Katsura Ministry. It 
has been remarked that some of the 
leaders of the Seiyukai have been 
outspoken in their criticisms of the 
Government, but this in Japan as

is the case in similar circumstances 
elsewhere, does not necessarily 
mean, if the Government be 
directly challenged, that the party’s 
support will be withdrawn. For 
example the Labourites in England 
have been unmeasured in their 
denunciation of the Government 
for not immediately seeking to 
reverse the Osborne Judgement, 
but no one would conclude from 
that that the support of the 
Labonrites could ipso facto’ be 
relied upon to upset the Asquith 
Ministry. Many of the Japanese 
papers appear to believe that the 
denunciations of the Government 
are merely stage thunder and that 
should there be a crisis, Marquis 
Katsura will be able easily to call 
the Seiyukai to heel. According 
to the “ Tokio Asahi,” a moderate 
and usually well-informed ry 
while the electors are not altogether 
satisfied with the Katsura Ministry 
at the present time, they would not 
consent to replace it with any 
Ministry that could be formed by 
the Seiyukai. 

The most important question from 
a foreign point of view with which 
the Diet will concern itself is the 
new Tariff. Unofficial Tepresenta- 
tions in connexion with what is 
regarded as the penalization of 
British trade hays fore made per- 
sistently since the incidence of the 
new Tariff became clstly under- 


rey has 
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announced that the matter has been 
receiving also sustained official at 
tention. It is but fair to the Kat. 
sura Government to acknowledge 
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that it has been, and is, in a position 
of great difiiculty. Tho denuncia- 
tion of the former Turiff was due as 
much as anything to a legitimate 
desire on the part of Japan to re~ 
cover tariff autonomy, which it was 
felt was not possible under the 
existing arrangement, which was 
stigmatized as one-sided. While 
the assertion of a right to impose 
any Tariff that seemed desi: 
no wise obviated the possi 
subsequent arrangements arrived at 
by negotiation on terms of equality, 
the Free Trade policy of Great 
Britain was an obstacle. From our 
point of view the obstacle was not 
insuperable ; the schednle, for ex- 
ample, might have been so arranged, 
that goods imported almost excla- 
sively from Great Britain would have 
been favourably treated. However, 
this was not done, according to the 
Japanese Goverment, because it 
was understood that Great Britain 
had no objection to the Tariff as it 
stood. On the Tariff question 
Japanese opinion is divided, as 
many maintain that any recognition 
of Great Britain’s claims for special 
consideration would be an admis-' 
sion of inferiority of status, while’ 
others hold that the danger of, 
weakening the bonds’ of amity 
between Great Britain and Japan 
should be prevented at any cost. 
In this difference of opinion the 
Katsura Ministry will probably find 
political salvation. Other questions 
that will be brought up are the 
Government's financial policy, with 
special reference to the broadening 
of the gauge on the State railways, 
and the retention of the Kore: 
‘Tariff for ten years. Many oratori- 
cal blank cartridges are likely to 
be fired, but there seems to be no 
reason to suppose that a Ministry 
that can evoke patriotic enthusiasm 
by pointing to the fact that since 
the last assembling of Parliament 
it has added the Korean Peninsula 
to the Emperor’s dominions, should 
receive an intimation that its period 
of usefulness has determined.

astonishing stato of progress. At this:

The weaver was an ii 
dent hand worker. He bought yaree, 
and took the woven goods to the Man- 
chester market for sale, In time this 
gave way to the merchant giviog ont, 
the yarns to the wearer, who became a, 
wage worker, The merchant at firat 
sold the goods throogh the country, 
carrying the same on pack horses, bot 
in time he began to get the eales effect 
ed by commercial travellers and pattern 
books, With the extension of the 
market this method of selling was not 
sofficient. The merchant separated 
himself from the giver ont of yarns. 
‘Thos worker, manufacturer and merchant, 
divided themselves into three separate 
fonctions, which are sti'l to-day the 
essentials of the industry. In 1760, 
machinery in England was as primitive 
as in India and in 17€8 the first factory 
in the modern sense was the spinning 
mill of Arkwright in Nu 
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Tn 1772 the first prioted calicoer, 
bolly of cotton, were made in Englard 
and in 1822 the first twist was 
exported to India, English yarns and 
woven goods flooded the continent, 
whilet in 1792 Englich yarns appeared 
for the first time in large quantities 
at the Leipsic Fair. The msnnufactar- 
repre-|ing families quickly made large 
fortunes, and up to 1820 there were 
no depressed business years. In 1801, 
with total exports of eighteen million 
‘cotton goods counted for seven millions.

The Viceroy's 
rescript received in reply merely set 
forth the statements enatained in the 
Jdeceitfal petition of the two Tantaia, 
Trai and Choa : and farther, enti 
evaded and passed on to his subordi 
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‘ates his responsibility. for compliance 
‘mith the Imperial command, which was 
incladed in the Imperial approval, 
“Carefally to gaard against abases” and 
moreover, disregarded and wonld not 
idisones the question of precantionary 
methods in adjastment after the event ; 
his answers were not what was inquired ; 
and when the Assembly continued its 
interrogations even to the impending 
clove of the period of its seesion, he 
Ithroozhout gave no farther rescript in 


reply. 

Ne merely looking upon the 
first reply, it already gives ample 
evidence that the Viceroy did in trath 
consent to borrow monies in order to 
repay commercial debts. Setting aside 
the obvious disregard of the Imperial 
command that he should give directions 
to subordinates carefally to gaard 
against abuses, it is quite clear that the 
Treaties settled between China and the 
Powers all contain words to the effect 
‘that if Chinese fail owing monies to 
foreigners, the officials can only preas 
them for their repayment, bat cannot 
igoarantee to refond. This was a special 
Imperial pronouncement of long-stand- 
ing which should be observed as 
law by the officials of this country. 
Moreover, the Viceroy in bis person 
bears the responsible rank of Southern 
Commissioner of Trade, and especially 
bas tho extraordinary responsi 
manaxement of Sino-foreica

‘We observe from the 4th section of the 
21st Rale of this Assembly that it 
should discuss and decide pon taxation 
and matters in connexion with public 
loans for this Province ; bat farther, io 
the 5th Rale, it is stated that it sbould 
discuss and decide upon any addition 
to the public liabilities which this 
Province is called upon to bear. Now 
ince it is clearly stated that this loan,

It we were not to reqnert the

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CHRISTMAS PICTURE 
POST-CARDS. 


‘The progress of many now popalar 
things has generally been somembat 
slow, if sure, bot the Christmas pictare 
post-card has proved the exception to 
the rule; for it may be said to bave 
leaped into popalar fay.ar at one bound. 
In 1900 s Christmas pictare post-card 
‘was practically onknown, at any rate in 
Great Britain ; the following year 1901 
witnessed its firet feeble beginnings 
Brighton being, strange to say the first 
English Town that I know of to issue 
picture post-cards with Christmas 
greetings on them, thoogh London 
followed so quickly as to make its 
matter of dispnte as to which town 
really has the honour of being first in 
the field. Howerer, the cards i 
by Mr. H.J, Smith, an enterprising 
trader of Brighton, were foreign cards 
with the English wording printed in gilt 
letters ; whereas those issued by the: 
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London firm (The Rotary Photographie 
Company) were created specially for 
this purpose. 

Passing by, therefore, these foreign 
made post-cards, I come to the first real 
English series of Christmas and New 
‘Year post-cards printed in England, for 
the English market. These bore on 
the left-band side photographs of pretty 
ebildren ‘peeping throngh carta 
offering flowers, or dancing a minuet in 
jcostume ; on the right-hand sige were 
printed the greetings together with the 
words “To” and “ From” with lines 
for writing in names of sender and 
recipient. From these small beginnings 
sprang what was speedily destined to 
become one of the most popular phases 
of eartophily, 

00D REASON FoR roPuLARiTY. 

The great popalarity of these postal 
missives is easy to understand when one 
remembers their practicality. Without 
any of the fuss of the ordinary Christ- 
‘mas card, without superfiaous stationery, 
‘and requiring no envelopes, the handy 
pictare post-card can be addressed in 
moment, and sent all over the civilized 
world by simply affixing « stamp. 
Everyone knows that the ordinary 
Christmas card is, as often aa not, an- 
signed, snd oles replaced in ite 
envelope, one cannot be sare from whom 
it has come. Especially is this the 
case when the receiver has many friends 
‘and gets many Christmas cards, so that 
bby the end of the holiday, he or abe is 
frequently in doubt as to whom an; 
particalar card came from. This in- 
definiteness and uncertainty is avoided 
by the Obristmas post-card, which bears 
not only the name of the recipient, but 
that of the sender, together with the 
post-mark, showing for ever after, the 
‘date and the names of the sender and 
receiver. Another reason why post- 
cards are so largely displacing the older 
form of miesive is the ease with which 
‘they can be stored, and kept in abiding 
remembrance of the seader. What i 
more difficalt to dispose of, after the 
estive season is over, than w tray-fnll 
of Christmas cards? ‘Too pretty to 
barn and too cambrous to keep, they 
gradually fiod their way to the nureery, 
the lamber room, and eventaally the 
wastepsper basket. On the other hand, 
‘the post-card affords = great deal of 
pleasure when stored in s compact 
‘albam, holding fifty or hundred pret- 
ty or interesting post-cards received 
from friends at home and abroad, each 
bearing its gratefal message of remem- 
biance and probably some pictare of 
abiding interest, 

Especially does this apply to that 
form of missive which is known as the 
local view post-card with Christmas 
greetings. Tostead of the conventional 
cock robin on a mistletoe bough, the 
friend abroad or in distant colonies 
receives a pretty view of his native 
town, or some familliar scene in the old 
country ; while on the other band the

‘owner ; and thus it seems to me, at any

it ever so gorgeous. 


STYLRS OF POsT-CARD, 


Bat whatever the reasons, the fact 
remains that the Christmas post-card, 
having been introduced, at once achieved 
‘80 almost phenomenal success. Indood, 
it was inevitable that this handy and 
economical form of greeting should 
appeal to the great majority of people 
ohare ither too ‘mock tine oe 
money to spend on what is after all 
only © means of conveying « compli 
mentary or friendly message. I ha 
ssid the card can bear » portrait of 
the sender, ® photograph of his house, 
his home and I might add, his ship, 
bis motor-car, or anything that in 
his. This class of card is of course a pho- 
tographic one and most photographera 
aod maoy stationers can now prin 
you as few as a dozen special photo- 
graphic post-cards either from ori- 
gioals supplied, or from photographs 
taken on purpose. This, however, in * 
only one aspect of the Christmas 
post-card, and apart from the above, 
‘one has an immense range of subject 
in every style of reproduction, printed 

the post-card firms, These em- 
brace all varieties of subject and 
printing process, including —_ real 
photography, collotype, chromo-litho- 
graphy, half-tone plas lithography, 
coloured collotype, band-colonred, and 
cards entirely prodaced by hand, 
Colour, of course, plays an important 
jart in the designing and decora- 
tion of these dainty missiver, thongh 
before I come to this part of my 
subject, I most refer to one style of 
Christmas post-card which is destined 
to enjoy a large amount of popalar- 
ity. I refer to the sacred subject 














post-card, reproduced from real photo- 
graphs of set scenes, or tablean

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ideality and sincerity which is excoed- 
ingly pleasing to find in those days 
of valgerity, sensationalism, and 
general wish to make money, by any 
meane—fair or foul. 


YOR THE LITTLE oxr3, 

Mid-way between these religions 
cards and those of a more festive 
character, come the more or less idealiz- 
ed view-cards, with sach things as 
snow-covered cottages and winter 
landscapes, of which there is of course 
a very large variety. Sometimes these 
are enriched with tinsel, sparkling. 
powders and even microscopically small 
glass beads, which give « pretty and 
even appropriate sppearsnce to snch 
pictures, Christmar, however, being « 
season of rejoi is only nataral 
that the great majority of the pictare 
post-cards should be of » cheerfal and 
‘even humorons character.

To return to the coloured post-card, 
howerer, the abeet as it left the collotype 
machine may be, and now very often i, 
made the basis of the coloured product 
by over-printing by lithography in the 
various colours desired, But first of all, 
‘an artist takes the collotype card and 
colonrs it as near to nature as possible, 
This being taken as the original for the 
‘coloured card, the litho artist breaks op 
the piotare into its component colours, 
‘and decides how much is to be engraved 
on the red stone, the blae, the yellow, 
and other stones. The sheet is then 
passed through various printing ma- 
chines, receiving the red from one, the 
blue from another, and so on ontil all 
the colours be printed, and the card 
‘turned ont the finished product.

THE BIRTH OF A PosT-c\RD, 


It may be not uninteresting to 
describe briefly the birth of « post-card, 
whether of a general nature or for 
Christmas, ‘Taking collotype, the 
simplest sort, first, the origioal drawing, 
pictare, or photograph is rephoto- 
graphed on to a large glass negative, 
holding from twenty-four to thirty-two, 
or even forty pictures. Thia ix 
worked op by « skilled artist, who by 
lighteniog here and darkening there, 
reduces the pictares to s common 
density. This part of the work is 
difficale bat important, and skilfal and 
experienced must the artist be who 
maker it ready for the printing machine. 
‘The negative is then transferred to = 
large sheet of glass on to which 
the picture ia lightly etched with acid 
‘This is then pat into a collotypo prin 
ing machine, and alter many essays, 
the finished pictare is printed off. 
‘This may be in any colour, thoogh 
generally it is done in a dark shade of 
brown, or neatral tint, and the predact, 
in the black-and-white collotype p-t- 
card, 20 familiar in the shop windows. 
This may: be hand-coloured either 
directly or by means of stencil plates,

And such other classes of shares as 
the exigencies of the work may demand. 

4. Co-operation.— With a ¢0-opera- 
tion of say twenty Companies it will be 
seen by the statements following that 
considerable saving ia working expenses 
would result, as well as a very greatly 
ir efficiency. Detailed estimates 
are attached to show some of the 
economies that can be effected. 

5. Finance.— We propose that various 
companies be asked to taro over, in 
whole or in part, to the Shanghai 
Rubber Axsociation Limited, the 
Beoretarial, General Managerial and 
Agency feos they are now separately 
paying. Out of these fees the Direc- 
tors of the Association would pay for 
the cost of carrying on the working of 
the Central Administration, Agencies 
and oversight of estates. The surplas 
which will sccrae to be tteated as the 
profits of the Administration and to be 
distributed as dividend to the sbare- 
holders, i. the various companies! 
participating in the scheme, by the pay- 
‘iment, first, of a preferential interest of 
6 per cont per annum on the face 
value of their holdings, and, secondly, 
by a pro rata distribution of the credit 
balance remaining of the smount each, 
individaal company bas contributed to 
the income of the Association daring 
the year, after the expenses of that 
individual company have been met, This 
distribution would be correctly adjusted 
by the Association's Accountant. 

6, Fixed Fee,—Atter the first year 
of working it may be possible to fix an 
approximate smount esch company 
would be required to pay to the Associa- 
tion, Any other companies subsequent

7. Offices.—The Association should

8. Shanghai Office. —The Head

9, Malayan Ofice au Agency.— 
With such information as we at present 
possess we are of opinion that this should 
be situate in Penang as being, all things 
considered, the most suitable both for 
economy and efficiency of control. The 
office would be provided with a suitable 
staff as set out below (Section 48.) The 
Agency should be in charge of a really 
first-class Overseer of Estates. There 
should be no difficalty in getting sach 
‘a man, who would be able tactfally and 
efficiently to supervise all the estates. 

10, London Ojjice and Agency.—We 
‘are of opinion that the business of the 
‘Association could be sufficiently well 
handled, for the present at least, by an 
agent receiving a salary of £500 a year 
jand out of pocket expenses, who would, 
under agreement, tara over to the Head 
Office all commissions customary in the 
course of his duties. It is anticipated 
there would be no difficulty in obtaining 
for this work the services of a man re- 
tired from Far Eastern life and 
thoroughly conversant with Evstern 
business methods. 

11, Appointments to Positious.—As 
far as is compatible with efficiency, 
positions in the Avssociation should be 
given to present employees of participat- 
ing companies, 

12. Directors.—The Directors would 
be elected annually, retiring io rotation 
‘as ugpal, as recommended in the general 
scheme, Any present Director of « 

rticipating Company, if elected to the 
joard of the Association, to receive fees 
from the Association only. 

13. Overseer of Katates.—The very 
best man obtainable should be seonred 
and for this reason we have allowed an 
inclusive salary of $1000 per month and 
travelling expenses as actually incurred, 
He wonld be debarred from undertaking 
‘any other work, sach as valoing and 
reporting for other companies or as 
visiting agent, bis whole time bei 
devoted to the work of the Association. 
He must primarily be « man of tact and 
mast be capable of carrying ont properly

duty would be to collect sufficient data 
from the various Resident Managers to

‘From these returns alone Shareholders

single estate would really be profitably 
spent, that is, he must be acquainted 
with ‘the local peculiarities such, as 
labour, water, soil, etc., ete. 

He’ woold, in the ordinary course, 
make regolar and periodical visite of 
inspection to all the estates and confer 
with the planters regarding the most 
advantageous methods of pl 
cleaning and weeding, as opportanity 
offers—ho should cause experiments to 














be made with various cultores other than

THE CANTON-ROWLOON RAILWAY. 
The first section of the Canton- 
Kowloon railway, starting from the 
Canton city, is to be opened next Tuee- 
day, December 6.

RIOT IN KONGMOOR, 

‘A fortnight ago there was a bad riot 
‘at Kongmoon, resulting in the death of 
two of the citizens, who were shot dead 
by the soldiers. ‘The fuss began with 
‘some trifling disagreement between the 
local police and the shopkeepers, because 
the police would not do some bidding of 
the Kaifong. As is the letting out of 
water, so was the gathering strength of 
the quarrel.

ACTING VICBROY TSANG. 

Since the departare of Viceroy Yuen 
Sha-fan, H.E. Teang has taken over 
the supervision of the two provinces in 
addition to bis previous daties, He bas 
been having a busy time, for the whole 
of the thinking part of Canton has been 
ina tumult of agitation over the anti- 
gambling crasade. The divided opinion 
of the Provincial Assembly in regard to 
the necessity for suppression thereof at 
‘once, and the resignation of the mia- 
rity, beeanse of this vote, has led tos 
good deal of work.

Apparently, 
the Acting Viceroy is in favour Hi 
getting rid of the gambling dens, bat 
the necessity of the revenae compels 
those who are responsible for carrying on 
the local government still to stick 
for the boar to the income. Efforts 
are being made to make the salt 
revenue cover the estimated logs, snd 
then the promise is that the gambling 
shall be suppressed. There are some who 
are sceptical that this will ever be done.

relentless critics and insatiable quizzers

for a time, 

All through the session the greatest 
interest has been shown on the part of 
the people who pressed to obtain 
tickets for the various galleries, The 
question of estimates caused long 
discussion. On more than one occasion 
His Excellency found it difficalt to 
explain things, and he even bad to 
contradict the published accounts at 
times, One of his advisere, apparently 
an expert on procedare, ventured to 
rot, the Assembly right oi ir 
point one day, when to 



























questions which suggested most conv 
cingly that his rile was best played 
in maintaining strictest silence. The 
greatest cothusiasm was, hom 
aroused, a8 might be expected, over the 
question of an earlier date for the 
National Parliament. A delegation of 
least many hundreds waited on the 
‘iceroy to ask him to telegraph to Pe- 
king urging for ao earlier opaping. 
‘This His Excellency met and is reported 
to have parried for a time by the query 
‘as to whether or not they would be 
ready to pay Szecbus 
national indemnity arising oat of the 
1900 riots. A few days laters delega- 
tion, accompanied, this time, it is said, 
by over s thousand, again obtained 
audience to assert their willingness to 
beer all responsibility of the kind 
suggested and sain to urge for a peti- 
tion to the Throne for an early date. 
H. E. Obao has shown himself equal to 
the occasion, however, and sent his 
petitioners away feeling satiated with 
good words, if not satistied. 

A visit to the Assembly while in 
‘session is now one of the most interest- 
ing events to our guests. The Assem- 
bly buildings are situated near the south 
gate on the San Hang Tse, jast opposite 
the well-known Wen Miso Kise, one of 
the best residential streets in the city. 
The visitor approaches through a great 
gateway where flatter on either side the 
dragon flag. He is led by an officer 
resplendent in yellow braided semi-foreign 
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uniform through a series of buildings 
used for the Astembly officers and un- 
derlings and comes out in fall view of the 
Assembly bailding proper. The main 
bailding is an octagon in shape, three 
‘storeys high and fall of windows on all 
sides set in storeys, so that it might 
pass for small Crystal Palace. The 
‘two upper storeys are occupied by gal- 
leries. The press is given position im- 
mediately behind the President while 
directly opposite, also on the first gal- 
ery floor, the choicest position, with 
‘usual (binese courtesy, is reserved for 
foreign guests. From bere one can see 
and hear to excellent advantage. 

Below, on the ground floor, rows of 
double desks with upbolstered foreign 
type chairs are for the members. These 
namber some one hundred and seven or 
eight. The floor is entirely covered 
with thick palm matting, so that the 
sound of messengers passing about is 
almost completely muffled. The upper 
part of this floor has a dais ranning the 
entire length, some three spe in height. 
At either end of this are tables and seats 
for provincial officials. Nearer the 
centre are also tables for the Assembly 
reporters, st present four in number. 
Slightly higher, opon another dais, is 
table with » blue cover for the President 
and on another, still one step higher, a 
table with s covering of red marks, the 
seat of the Viceroy, when he visits the 
Assembl, 

‘A large foreign hand-bell summons 
the members from the guest-roome just 
below the main building. They stroll 
in leisurely and take their seats. 
There is no dress to distinguish them 
from the visitors in the galleries, 
simply the ordinary dress of the scholar 
class, Near the last a youny map, still 
in bis carly thirties, is seen entering. 
He limps slightly as he passes from one 
part of the building to the otber to bave 
word with » member here and there. 
Then he ascends the dais to the seat 
bebiod the blac covered table. It is 
President P'a, a Hanlin of more than 
provincial fame and one of the recent 
delegates to Peking. He wears bis 
honours with » quiet dignity, is in no 
burry as be tar: is 

















carelessly rings a small bell as be rises 
to call for the next question on the 
Agends. 

‘The mover of the motion goes forward 
to a railed platform just before the 
President. He is followed later by the 
seconder. After that members go for- 
ward or stand by their desks to speak, 
largely gaided by the leogth and im- 
portance of their remarks. One cannot 
‘visit this institation, now only in its 
‘second session, without being impressed 
with the serenity and orderliness with 
which all business is conducted. 
Theoretically, at present, they may be but

Daring the spring 
the people live on wheat and barley, 
eating rice only in harvest time and 
contenting themselves in winter with 
millet and sweet potatoes, This 
their mode of subsistence in ordinary 
timer, it ie easy to understand their 
pitiable condition when the orops fail. 
For two consecative years the greater 
part of the crops has bsen destroyed 
by water. To crown all, the drought in 
Angust, September and October has 
destroyed what the floods had spared. 
There is neither cotton to make clothes 
nor millet or sweet potatoes to eat. A 
portion of the population has gone 
elsewhere to beg. They are found 
wandering in every directi all 
over the province, but the greater part 
of course remains. There are some who.

the Central China Famine Relief Com- 
mittee by the Rev, Wade D. Bostick, 
of the Southern Baptist Mission, 
Pochow (Northern Anhoi) : 

‘Your message, “ Kindly send detailed 
report [amine conditions,” jost to band. 
I cao give only an account of my 
observations and the reporte that I 
have heard and cannot do much as to’ 
giving particulars or fgares. While 
the famine of four years ago did 
‘not reach us here, still we were very 
much affected in that the price of all 
food staffs went up to something like 
double ordinary prices. Since then 
there have been three crops, none of 
which were failares neither were they 
fall crops, so the prices have not in 
these four years been in any way near 
normal. The result has been that the 
poor people become poorer and poorer 
until Inst epring there was great sui 
ing and bunger all around us. This 
past summer was one with excessive 
rains and many, many houses and homes 
were destroyed, with # larye portion (in 
places, all) of the fall crop. That ives

power. This policy bas recently found 
farther exemplification in the as- 
sistance given by this Government 
to the negotiations between China and 
the group of American bankers, for a 
loan of G.$50,000,000, to be employed 
chiefly in currency reform. In 1908 
Chins sent a Commissioner to the 
United States to consalt with American 
financiers a8 to the possibility of secar- 
ing a large loan with which to in- 
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jaugurate s new currency system. But 
‘the death of the Empress-Dowager and 
the Emperor of China interrapted the 
negotiations, which were not resamed

At 9.35 p.m. on 
10th iastant, two constables, in 
plain clothes, who were apkaown to the 
defendant, visited the premises and had 
s few shots at the range, Presently 
they asked defendant if they coald get 
anything to drink. He told them to 
‘come across to the Clnb-honse, bat that 
they must come as bis guests, They 
went across to the house with him and

28,500 as an indemnity in connex- 
ion with certain rubber transactions, for 
interest and coste His Honour delivered 
bis opinion as follows : 

This is an action brought to recover 
the cost of certain rabber shares alleg- 
ed to have been purchased by the 
Inintift under instructions of the de- 
dant. 

The plaintiff is a member of th 
Shanghai Stock Exchange sod cl 
that in the several trausactions be was 
acting merely and only as a broker and 
agent of the defendant, that he followed 
the instructions of the defendant and 
purchased shares when and as instrac- 
ted and that in 20 doing be followed 
the rales of the stock exchange. 

In support of his statement he sub- 
in evidence what are designated 
purchase” and “‘sales”” notes: 
covering each of the transactions 
alleged. In his dealings in those 















































tera each of said “purchase” and 
“sales” notes bears the besdiog “ for 
the concerned” the names of she princi- 
pals not being disclosed. 

The plaintiff reeks to have the 
defendant beld bound by contracts thus 
made in his bebalf and sues for in- 
demnification in amount of the cost, 
price of the shares thus contracted to be 
parchased. All of the transactions 
focearred daring the months of April, 
May and Jone, 1910, and were for 
fatore delivery, that is, on the June 
settlement day, 1910. 

CHOICE OF Law 

The plaintiff raises the question 
to what law sball be applied in adj 
cating the iseues in this cxse. 

The defendant being an American 
citizen the forum is x court of the 
United States. 

This follows the oniform rule that, 
in an extraterritorial jariediction, all 
dispates aro referred for settlement to 
the court of the defendant's national- 
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seventeen foreign governments. The 
right thos exercised by each govern- 
ment within (hineso territory rests 
upon substantially identical treaty pro- 

Each foreign power possensos 
jorisdiction over its own nationals and, 
each thos has ite forum. 

Each country leo prescribes its own 
body of law to be administered in such 
forum. Tt is equally trae also that io 
the exercise of sach jariediction, China 
represents a territorial locus to each 
of said countries, to which the rights of 
property and person of its owncitizensre- 
spectively mnatrelate to which they must 
be referred whenever dispates arise. In 
these respects each country stands upon 
exactly the samo ground. In view of 
these conditions the court is unable to 
discern that there is any novel rale or 
principle which can be invoked in this 
court by reason by the fact that the 
‘oxisting controversy is in an extrater 
torial court and that the two partie 
of different nationalities. ‘The geyeral 
principles determining the cboice of law 
in aoy controversy in every American 
court moat be the same. It may 
be that extraordinary difficulties will 
arise in determining the choice of law 
in a particalar case in an extrater- 
ritorial court, Bat it is trae also thet 
ilar, if not greater, difficulties may 
be met in a case in « home court, into 
which some foreign element intrad: 

We know of no authority upon which 
any assumption can be based as to the 
intent of the parties respecting the law 
mbich shonld settle their diepates, other 
than that fixed by the nationality of the 
defendant. The mere fact that one 
party was a member of a stock exchange 
throogh which he was dealing and to 
which the transections related and that 
such stock exchange was not ao 
American corporation, would afford no 
rational ground upon which to justily a 
conrt in excluding its own laws from

operation. 
that the Shanghai Stock 
Exchange is a Hongkong corporation 
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does not necessarily bring any foreign 
element into the cause. It is itself 
‘8 foreign corporation to all jaris- 
dictions in China and it would be 
novel doctrine that when ® corporation 
wades foreign territory it carries with 
it for its protection the law of the place of 
its creation. The court also observes 
that the status of companies originated 
under the Hongkong Ordinances, whose 
basiness is transacted and whose direc- 
tors reside entirely outaide the Colony 
of Hongkong seems not to be definitely 
determined. Xe Dallas Horse Reposi- 
tory, Hongkong Supreme Court, October 
31, 1910. 

Generally spesking the choice of 
foreign law in any court follows the 
recognition of a right which has become 
vested uoder the clear provisions of 
the particular foreign law invoked aod 
respecting which the court can bave no 
trace of doubt, This case comes far 
short of farnishing » state of fact of this 
character and the court is uoable to per- 
ceive any rational ground upon which to 
resort to any body of law other than that 
mbich would determine the rights of the

The reasons upon which the court is 
asked is to mske an excursion in 
seckiog to discover the intent of the 
parties, are too vague aud uncertain to 
admit of their acceptance, 

LAW AVAILABLE TO THE coun 

Counsel for the plaintiff also discusses 
the question as to whether wagering 
‘contract are illegal ander the law avail- 
able to this court, 

This discussion tarns mainly apon 
the definition of common law ag used in 
the acts conferring jurisdiction on con- 
salar courts in China and in the act 
creating this court, 

The Court contents itself at the time 
with the statement that it is satisfied 
with the definition of common law 
heretofore given in this court and 
which was applied in the case of Toeg 
and Read v. Sufert, decided in thie 
cont by my predecessor in September, 











EVIDENCE 
The defendant claims that there was 
a clear anderstanding between the 
plaintiff and himself that he, the 
defendant, was not intending actually 
to buy any shares, that no delivery to 
him of sbares was contemplated and 
that the settlement between him and 
the plaintiff was to be mede only 
on differences, His principal defense 
is that the several transactions referred 
to constituted wagering contracts and 
that the plaintiff cannot recover for 
services rendered or losses incurred in 
connexion therewith. He relies on 
the case of Toeg and Read v. Sufert, 
supra, 

The defendant testified in the most 
explicit terms that the plsintiff knew 
of his purposes to deal only in 
pacar seal that be had eo dealt with 
one Bennett, also a imember 
Shanghai Btock Exchange, reg = 
March settlement and that he hed 
declared to the plaintiff that he intended 
to make no investment in robber shares 
‘and that be had no money with which 
to make such investment. His tes- 
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timony on these points is direct and 
specific, The court bas no difficulty 
in accepting this testimony as represent- 
ing the actual purpose of the defendant 
in these transactions. Such parpose 
was entirely consistent with the wild 
specalation in robber shares which at 
that time widely prevailed io Shanghai 
and which, 28 the testimony shows, 
affected all classes of people. Dealing 
in rnbber shares had developed into a 
‘mania which infected both brokers and 
people and farnished little suggestion 
hat many of the participants had any 
thought of making actual investments. 
‘The circumstances arc gach aa to make it 
probable that the defendant was merely 
seeking illusive profits out of speoalation 
on differences. ‘The testimony of the 
plaintiff conflicts on thie foint with 
that given by the defendant, Although 
court was not strongly impressed 
with its eandour and sincerity, the plain 
tiff’s denial of the defendant's material 
allogaticns is safficiently clear. He had 
been a member of the Shanghai Stock 
Exchange for many years, bat be bed 
not been in recent years actively engaged 
sas broker, He had resumed work ax 
a broker attracted by the onexampled 
ities of the robber share market. 
Ho was folly acquainted with the condi- 
tions then prevailing. Asa broker be 
‘execated oF attempted to exeonte large 
orders without exactiag money advances 
or secarity from his client, Obligations 
were recklesaly assumed. ‘The circam- 
stances recited tend to support defen- 
dn : 
tions he was not buyi 
with a view to actual delivery. 

They tend also to sonrcharste defend- 
ant's contention that plaintif 
‘understood his parpose to el only on 
differences. Some additional weight 
adverse to the plaintiff most also be 
given to the fact that be concealed from 
the defendant the names of parties from 
wibom he porchated, thos allowing, 
possible inference to be drawn that be 
was bimeelf a priocipal in these tran- 
sactions and that the so-called “ par- 
chase notes” were only memoranda of 
transactions in differences between 
himself and the defendant, 

The court finds no role of the 
Shanghai Block Hrchango requiring 
the soppression of the names of prio- 
cipsls, Such m practice has been 
described as a custom of the Exchange. 
There is no evidence ia the record 
that sach custom was brongbt to the 
knowledge of tue defendant. What- 
ever presumptions may arise as to the 
knowledge of regolar rales of the

‘There is no evidence in the record 
showing that the otber principale were 
dealing in differences or had any agree- 
ment with the defendant in reference 
thereto. Io fact the evidence discloses 
that the several principals had no con- 
tract with each other in any of the 
transactions. But there is evidence as to 
the method of settlement among brokers 
Such settlements were made by clearing- 
house methods, one broker's obligations 
and credits being set-off against an- 
other and a balance fivally declared 
as between them. It is granted that 
this method may be so condncted as to 
be entirely just and fair, but it is 
obvious also that it is open to abuses 
‘and that it bas been adopted mainly for 
‘the convenience of brokers. The con- 
cealment of names of principals and the 
balsncing of obligations on the day of 
settlement, tends to make possible 
‘evasions of the law, and rights predicated 
‘on such castoms or metbods of procedure 
are reasonably subject to severe scratioy. 

It is contended that no wagering 
contract can exist without a conjanction 
of parties with the same vicious intent ; 
that in order to constitute a gaming 
contract in share transactions there must 
be affirmative proof that both priocipals 
intended to deal only in differences and 
also that no obligation rested on either 
party to accept delivery of shares. 

On the facts of this case the court: 
cannot accept this doctrine as well- 
founded. The conrt has given careful 

i to the able argument 
the plaintiff on this point. 
To the Maseachuvette case cited (Barnes 
tv. Smith, 34 N.E. 403) the weight of 
the broad statement of general princi. 
ples is much weakened, when it is 
observed that such statement does not 
appear to have been essential to the 
disposition of the cause. The doctrine 
announced appears to thig Coart to be 
ont of harmony with the underlying 
principles recognized in the leading 
case of Irwin r, Williar, 110 U. 8. 
499, 

‘The court is aware that the authori- 
ties on this point are somewhat conflict- 
ing. In moat cases examined by the court 
the conflict is more apparent then real, 
resting either on varying conditions of 
fact or on varying state statutes. 
Counsel himeelf cited Zrwin v. Williar. 
We construe the clear doctrine of that 
case as flatly opposed to his contention. 
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Tn that case the court quotes from 
the charges to the jury in the trial 
court, a8 follor * A transsction which 
on its face is 
‘void as» wagering contract by showing 
that one party only so understood and 
meant it to be.” 


Referring to thin charge the cont says 
same thet nothing more was 
cane this than what had jast before 
been ssid io the cbarge, that the burden 
of the proof to sbow the illegality of the 
transactions was apon the defendant, 
who affirmed it ; the presumption bei 
that men ordinarily in their business 
transactions do not intend to violate the 
law. Tt is argued, however, that the 
expression is ambiguous and mislead- 
fog, as calcalated to convey 
to the jary an opinion that 
the transactions as disclored by the 
wvidence were not merely lawfal in form, 
bat also in fact, withoat other proof to 
the contrary. We do not doabt, that 
the question whether the tranectins 
came within the deficition of 
ie one that tasy be determined’ spon 
the circamstances, the jary drawing all 
proper inferences as to the real 
intent and meaning of the partios ; 
for, as was properly ssid in the 
charge. ‘It makes no difference thet 
& bet or wager is made to assume the 
form of a contract, Gambling is none 
the less such becanse it is carried on in 
the form or guise of legitimate trade.’ 
Tt might therefore be the case, that a 
series of transactions, such as that dee- 
coribed in the present record, might pre- 
sent a succession of contracts, perfectly 
valid in form, bat which on the face of 
the whole, taken together, and in con- 
with all the attending circam- 
stances, might disclose indubitable 
ences that they were mere 
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wagers. The 
jary would be justified in such a casa, 
‘without otber evidence than that of the 
natare and circamstances of the transac- 





tions in reaching and declaring sach a 
conclusion ". 

The role is thas clarified and does. 
aot bear the narrow construction songht 
to be given to it, ‘The jary considered 
the evidence as a whole and bases ite 
verdict thereon, drawing all proper in-

If the broker in this caso to whom 
orders were given understood the 
intent of his client and assented

Plaintiff's testimony is balanced by 
that of the defendant and other evide: ce 
submitted, on either side, leaves that 
balance undistarbed. 

The defence that the transactions 
were gambling contracts upon which 
the plaintiff could not recover, must be 
rejected. 

In following the instructions of the 
defendant the plaintiff made contracts 
of purchase with six different parties 
two of whom were fellow brokers and 
members of the exchange.

The oncer- 
tainties of proof were on both sides and 
the Court could not accept the conten- 
tion of counsel that the proof showed 
that the defendant was merely engaging. 
in sn effort to perpetrate « fraad. The 
proof woold not justify « roliog like 
that. The testimony of the defendant, 
was corroborated by the communicstion 
respecting the 150 head of cattle for 
which he could get o0 ship. The Court 
did not regard thet testimony as the 
best or as tendiog strongly to corrobor- 
ate the defendant's testimony, but it 
was entitled to some weight. 

The Court was rather onfavourably 
impressed by the testimony of the 
plaintiff in respect of the period of tl 
alleged loan and this statement differed 
with the statement in the complaint. 
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This tended to indicate that the 
plaintiff was somewhat alarmed by the 
Statate of Limitations plesded by the 
defendant. 

On all the evidence the Court was 
satisfied that the contention of the 
thet this was a loan made in 
good faith to the defendant in respect 
of which be was to bay interest sn 
possible profits was not established by 
the proofs submitted. The Court mast

He claims 
‘8 sum of fifty thousand tacls as damage 
for the grave injary thereby occasioned 
to his trade and basiness. 

The Manicipal Council in resisting 
thie claim base their defence upon the 
contention tbat if the native police in 
question entered the premises of the 
plaintii—wrongfally or otherwise— 
they did so in the capacity of employees 
of third party and not as servants of 
the Conccil, They claim that wt the sine 
when the occurrence is all 
taken place the nati paral be 
engaged in performing «speci 
service on behalf of private party : 
had cessed for the time being to be 
under the control of the Council ; and 
that the Council can recognise na 
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liability for any wrongfol scte com- 
mitted by the said policemen in the 
course of such special employment. 

The Cont has carefally considered 
the evidence bronght forward in this 
cato and the argaments of the learned 
Counsel on either side and is un- 
animously of the opinion that the entry 
of the native deteotives into the plain 
tif's promises on the date in question, 
‘and the fact that they remained there 
for several hours have been cloarly 
eatablisbed, and holde that this action 
on their part was irregolar and im- 
proper.
